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AN OUTSTANDING EXAMPLE 
of co-operation between a private 
fanner, members of an Alberta 
fish and Game Association, the 
Alberta departments of Lands and 
Forests and Agriculture, and a 
municipality occurred recently on 
the farm of A1 Strilchuk, near 
Redwater. The project involved 
the planning and planting of a 
shelterbelt that will not only pro¬ 
tect the farmstead but also pro¬ 
vide adequate winter cover for 
pheasant and Hungarian partridge, 
popular Introduced game bird 
species. 

The Redwater project was the 
first to be so organized in Alberta, 
but from inquiries being received 
by the Department of Lands and 
Forests many more are on the 
way. The scheme was conceived 
and organized by John G. Stelfox, 
game biologist, Department of 
Lands and Forests. 

A dozen sportsmen from the 


Redwater Fish and Game Associa¬ 
tion gathered at the Strilchuk 
farm shortly after noon and two 
and a half hours later, had plant¬ 
ed some 2,000 trees and shrubs. 
Plan for the planting project was 
laid out by Mr. Stelfox; trees and 
shrubs were provided by the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture from 
nurseries at Oliver and Ponoka. A 
tree planting machine was made 
available by the Municipal District 
of Sturgeon River. 

In following weeks the sports¬ 
men assisted Mr. Strilchuk in 
erecting a sturdy page and barbed 
wire fence around the plot, with 
material supplied >by the associa¬ 
tion. If pheasants are needed to 
stock the area adjacent to the 
shelterbelt when it reaches pro¬ 
ductivity, they will be provided by 
the Department of Lands and 
Forests. 

The Redwater area is one of 
many in Alberta in which stocked 


pheasants have suffered heavy 
casualties as a result of inadequate 
protection during winter coupled 
with a lack of food near the 
shelter. Mr. Stelfox reports that 
during the severe winter of 1955- 
56, about 75 to 90 percent of 
I heasants and roughly 50 percent 
of Hungarian partridge were lost 
in central Alberta. 

Native cover of popular and wil¬ 
low provides insufficient shelter 
for severe winter weather. In 
many cases where suitable shelter 
does exist through the winter, it 
is located too far from a food 
supply to be of great benefit. 
Studies show thpt pheasants will 
seldom travel more than one- 
eighth of a mile from cover to 
procure food. 

The new shelterbelt areas are 
specifically designed in composi¬ 
tion and must be locattd proxi¬ 
mate to food supply — the farm 
yard. They are composed of from 


15 to 20 rows of coniferous and 
deciduous trees. {This growth, pre¬ 
ferably on the north and west 
sides of a farmstead, is designed 
to trap snow on the windward 
side. Main portion of the large 
shelterbelt should stay relatively 
free of winds and drifting snow. 
Birds may forage from this cover 
into the farmyard to pick up grain 
end feed seeds spilled during live¬ 
stock feeding operations. 

This wildlife Shelterbelt plan is 
believed unique in Western Can¬ 
ada. The farmer supplies two and 
a half to three *acres "of fallowed 
land, builds a suitable fence 
around it with sportsmen supply¬ 
ing the materials and agrees to 
cultivate the plot for at least three 
years alter planting. 

The Fish and Game Branch of 
the Department of Lands and 
Forests offers live services of game 
biologists who plan the shelter- 
belts and choose suitable locations.

Prepare Streets 
For Asphalt Oiling 

Work started this week on pre¬ 
paring the town streets in the 
business section for un application 
of asphalt oil. 

This Involves scarifying of the 
present gravel and oil base, appli¬ 
cation of fresh gravel and level¬ 
ling. Asphalt oil will be applied 
under pressure und at a tempera¬ 
ture of 150 degrees, the surface 
then coated with sand and rolled. 

The centre part only of each 
street will be treated in this man¬ 
ner, the curb area for car parking 
receiving a crushed gravel coat. 

The process will be repeated 
each year and as the asphalt sur¬ 
face is built up. smaller amounts 
of oil will be required. In addition 
to giving better and smoother 
streets in the downtown area, it 
is expected that the dust problem 
will be alleviated to a considerable 
extent. 

After the oiling and rolling has 
been completed, the treated por¬ 
tion of each street will be blocked 
off from traffic for a 36-hour 
period.

Reports reaching the Advocate 
office indicute that the areas north 
of Vulcan around the Corner Store 
und south around Qhampion pro¬ 
bably received the greatest 
amount of rain last week—as 
much as 2 inches being reported 
at these points. Milo, where the 
rain was badly needed, reports 1.25 
inches and at Vulcan up to noon 
on Monday, the rain gauge showed 
1.7 inches, which would probably 
be about the average over Ute 
County of Vulear. area.

The Gas Situation 

The matter of securing natural gas service this 
year for Vulcan, Champion and Carmangay is still 
very much of a live issue and the present picture is 
this: 

(1) The Canadian Western Natural Gas Co. Ltd. 

and Central Gas Utilities (Vulcan) Ltd., have not yet 
arrived at a price satisfactory to both companies for 
the distribution system plant at Vulcan. The large 
propane tank and the air-mix plant here are of no 
particular use in natural gas operations and yet repre¬ 
sent a considerable investment by Central Gas. The 
latest offer by the natural gas company has been re¬ 
jected by Central Gas, but it is felt that a compromise 
will soon be worked out, satisfactory to both com¬ 
panies. v . 

(2) Trans-Canada Pipeline has not yet set the 
price which will have to be paid by Canadian Western 
Natural Gas Company for the gas needed to serve 
Carmangay, Champion and Vulcan. The price to be 
charged consumers will have to be included in the by¬ 
law giving the gas company a franchise and will have 
to be approved by the Boai-d of Public Utilities Com¬ 
missioners. 

The town is in close contact _with the gas com¬ 
pany on these matters and further developments are 

expected in the near future. „„ „.. „ , . ,_ , „

Politics and Irrigation 

The farmers in the Enchant, Travers and Lomond 
areas, south of Brooks, are now in the $10 million 
dollars Bow River Irrigation District, and it would 
appear that most of them wish they were out of it. 

The construction work was paid for in govern¬ 
ment funds but the farmers are expected to pay the 
cost of operation and they are frightened at the 
prospect. 

The original plan provided for the irrigation of 
70,000 acres but this has been cut in half. But the 
farmers say that much of the remaining 35,000 acres 
should not be classified as irrigated land. P. M. 
Saunder, manager, says that if any cut is made the 
balance of the land will have to carry the operational 
cost, which will create a heavy per acre charge. That 
is not so good! 

The trouble with irrigation development is that 
politics is inextricably interwoven with the various 
schemes and not enough attention is paid to practical 
economics. 

Now we have the South Saskatchewan project 
about to be launched as part payment for the election 
of Prime Minister Diefenbaker and his party. The cost 
is estimated at $180 million but we venture to predict 
that $250 million will be the final figure. The original 
estimate of the cost of the St. Mary River project was 
around $15 million and the ultimate figure in excess 
of $40 million. 

A total of 450,000 acres will be irrigated under 
the South Saskatchewan project. Even at a cost of 
$180 million that works out at $400 an acre. But only 
180,000 acres of the total can be irrigated by gravity 
flow and the balance will require pumping which will 
greatly increase the cost. 

At $400 an acre for the irrigation the cost over 
a quarter section would be $64,000. What can be 
grown on a 160 acre farm to pay the cost of operation
